BERLIN, July 5.—W— 


The French embassy issued 
tonight a formal- protest to 
Germany in the form of a 
vigorous denial that France 
was the villian in the "for- 
eign conspiracy" phase of 
the recent Nazi revolt. 


French sources said that the pro- 
test will be presented at tne Wll- 
helmstrasse, where it was said 
yesterday French Ambassador Anr 
dre Frnacois-Poncet KD&S promised 
that the German press would not 
drag France into a 
controversy 
over Hitler's charge that a now 
famous "foreign power" was in- 
volved. 


Th,is Franco-German storm broke 
just as the government was trying 
to leave the gruesomeness of the 
second revolution behind it antl 
move on toward a consolidation of 
Chancellor Hitler's new position. 
The German press blew the lid 


off the "foreign power mystery" 
tonight with charges that the late 
General 
Kurt 
Von 
Schlelcher, 


chancellor for 68 days In 193?. had 
had dealings wfth France. 
' French Foreign Minister Louis 
Barthoii. the press said, revealed 
Von Sc'nlelcher's .plot to the Brit- 
ish at Geneva on May 30, adding 
that "Hitler's days ar« numbered." 
The entire 
Berlin 
diplomatic 
corps has been cast under a shod- 
ow since Hitler's reference to the 
"foreign , power." Various embas- 
sies transmitted informal protests,, 
complaining that unless the pow- 
er wesp specified, ^ every foreign 
imtion might ' be considered 
to 
blame.

HUGE AMOUNTS CURRENCY 
FINDS WAY BACK TO FED- 


ERAL RESERVE VAULTS

NEW YORK, July 4.—<*> 


—Mid-year banking figures 


the striking extent to 
government expend- 


itures have combined with 
certain abnormal monetary 
factors to expand the na- 
tion's bank deposits in the 
past six months. 
Reporting federal reserve mem- 
ber banks in leading cities, which 
hold half the banking resources 
of the 
country, 
have increased 
their 
deposits 
by $2,300,000,000 


since the end of 1933. It appears, 
therefore, that all banks in the 
United 
States 
have 
gained 
at 
least $3,000,000,000 in the last half- 
year, and perhaps $3,800,000,000. 


An analysis 
of 
the 
figures 


•hows that the factors producing 
the deposit expansion have been 
almost entirely abnormal. In ad- 
dition to raising $2,500,000,000 of 
the new money since the year- 
end, the treasury has spent some 


. $500,000,000 of unemployed gold, 
part of it the "profit" resulting 
from devaluation of the dollar. 


Heavy Gold Imports 
Furthermore, gold Imports from 


abroad, accompanying the return 
of capital after stabilization of 
the American currency at Its new 
level, combined with newly-mixed 
metal acquisitions, have amounted 
to approximately $800,000,000. 


At least $200,000,000 of currency 


has found its way back to the 
banks from circulation. This fac- 
tor alone can be considered nor- 
mal, in view of the usual tendency 
of money circulation to shrink 
during the early part of the year, 
The other factors are not or- 
dinarily encountered under aver- 
age economic circumstances, at 
least not to the extent of the 
past few months. 
All in all, some $4,000,000,000 of 


funds have been piled on the 
banks, leaving them with the In- 
soluble problem of what to do 
•with them under conditions where 
private borrowing is sluggish and 
the capital market stagnant Per- 
haps $2,000,000,000 has been Invest, 
ed in government securities; the 
rest has gone into cash balances 
at the federal reserve bank*. 
No Loan Increases 
The most striking feature of the

banks Is the absence of any rise 
In loans and investments, aside 
from holdings of U. S. government 
obligations. The normal way for 
bank deposits • to rise—and 
the 
normal evidence -of expanding in- 
dustrial operations—Is through the 
extension of more credit to cus- 
tomers and the enlargement of 
Investments, which creates a re- 
turn flow of funds to the banks 
as deposits. 
Yet, while holdings of govern- 
'fnts have grown just short of 
,400,000;000 
for 
the 
reporting 


member banks in the past six 
months, loans have dropped $338,- 
000,000, mostly in the "commercial 
rather than "on securities" clas- 
sification. At a time • when the 
treasury was virtually dumping 
money on these banks and gold 
Imports were flooding them with 
funds, their 
Investments, other 
than governments, rose a meagw 
$61,000,000. 
Net demand deposits of these 


reporting banks rose $1,638,000,- 
000 in the half year to a total of 
$12,504,000,000, the highest In re- 
cent years.

I It seems as if the history 'Jf the 
ancient Jews is set to the music of 
Klpling'g "Recessional." 
If one

The 1934 half year's top price 
of any wheat future delivery has 
been $1.09%, reached June 1 by 
December 
contracts. This week 


the same delivery has dropped to 
86% cents. 
The main reason traders give 


for such extraordinary 
behavior 


of grain values is severely reducr 
ed purchase power In the market. 
Peter B. Carey, president of the 


Chicago board of trade, stated 
explicitly that grain prices had 
been settling 
slowly 
to lower 


levels because there was Insuf- 
ficient speculative buying to ab- 
«orb the new harvest. 
"Speculation has been 
attract- 


ed to the exchanges this year be- 
cause of the prospect, then the 
certainty, of a real shortage. But

Insurance corporation. It was the 
first time the FDIC had taken 
such action.' 
The comptroller'* call went to 
national banks, the federal re- 
serve's two member banks, state 
and national, and the Deposit In- 
surance corporation's to it* mem- 
bership, which Include* institu- 
tions not subject to either of the 
other calls. 
The information that must be 
supplied to the FDIC, however. 
Is virtually the same a* the re- 
quired on the other two calls. 
Leo T. Crowley, chairman ef the 
FDIC, said directors of that or- 
ganization were Impelled by a de- 
sire to obtain more accurate In- 
formation regarding the condi- 
tion of insured banks not subject 
to other federal examination*. 
He made it clear the data was 
not being sought for the purpose 
of making additional assessment* 
at this time,- and said no further 
levies for insurance purposes were 
to be made prior to October 1. 
The FDIC eall will bring to- 
gether information on the con- 
dition of 7,567 state bank* not af- 
filiated with the fedreal reserve, 
which has never been available 
before. Most of the licensed banks 
of the country are members of 
the Insurance fund.

Pierre Curie, the young Paris

Although honored by countless

The erect, military, conservative- 


ly inclined Von Papen, a close 
personal friend of the aged and 
still powerful president, will short- 
ly take a leave of absence, It was 
indicated. 


It was explained that his health 


has been undermined by climatic 
events of the last few days In Ger- 
many. 


The vitally important Issue of 


whether Von Papen would remain 
as second to Hitler in the nazl 
cabinet, an issue important not 
only to Germany, but to the world, 
was known to have been discussed 
between the chancellor and the 
president at the latter's home last 
night, where Hitler flew after bolt- 
ing a cabinet meeting. 


Hitler made no announcement 


upon his return to Berlin at 1:30 
o'clock this afternoon. He Immed- 
iately plunged 
into 
conferences 


with cabinet 
members. Nothing 


was learned until the laconic an- 
noucement came from the minis- 
try of propaganda. 


This announcement was not Im- 


mediately amplified. 


It had been fully expected that

Dur- 
ing much of that time she work- 
ed over a pot of mineral refuse 
in a Paris wood shed and rode 
a bicycle around the city streets 
by way of receratlon. Modest al- 
most to a fault, she resisted for 
nearly a year efforts to persuade 
her to tell the story of her life 
and finally consented to do so 
only because so many erroneus 
rumors had been circulated about 
her. 


Born In Warsaw. 
She was born Marie Skidowska 


in Warsaw, Poland, November 7,

their five children. 


Growing up in this academic 


atmosphere, she early determined 
to qualify as a teacher, attending 
private schools at first and later 
going to government institutions.

Then she went to Paris seek- 


ing a doctorate and for five years 
lived In a little garret, prepar- 
ing her own meals and in winter 
carrying coal up five flights of 
stairs.

speaking,

must pay." 
There appeared no doubt that
